He denies in an 
off-hand way that there was any 
truth in the made against 
him. He said he had been drinking 
pretty hard fora few days and was 
broke. An old acquaintance whom he 
had discovered had promised to raise 
a little money for him, and while kill- 
ing time till he should go and get it, 
he sat down in the doorway of the Odd 
Fellows’ building. While there he 
he saw some school children passing 
and called one of them in to where he 
was and while looking over tie little 
one’s books and talking to her about 
them, a man rushed in, accused him 
of having beef indecent and struck 
him. Nothing was further from his 
thoughts than what he has been ac 
cused of. He didn’t agree with the 
reporter that his case was a bad one— 
anyway he hadn’t any money to engage 
a lawyer. He was not a married man, 


he said. The reporter questioned him 


about some disgraceful conduct he is 
said to have been guilty of earlier in 
the day, but Jewell professed to know 
nothing about it and to have very lit- 
tle recollection of anything that hap- 
pened him yesterday. 

ON THE OTHER HAND 


there is the clearest kind of evidence

STOREY COUNTY DELEGATES. 


The Action of the Republican Ceunty 
Central Committee Yesterday—Del- 
egates to go Unpleged—Feeling in 
the Street—New Candidate for Gov- 
ernor. 


A Gazerte reporter yesterday vis- 
ited Virginia City, buzzed for a time 
with the politicians, and then stole 
into the. Storey County Republican 
Committee’s meeting. About twenty 


leading Republicans were present. 
Among this number we noticed the 


Committeemen, R. M. Daggett, C. C. 
Batterman, Judge Lewis, Judge Whit- 
man, Jasper Babcock, G. G. Lyons, 
J. W. Baldwin, and several reporters. 
C. C. Stevenson, the Chairman, 
stated the objects of the meeting, ex- 
plained the Committee’s action, and 
spoke of the feeling of discontent 
over this action amom many good 
Republicans. 

The Committee was then addressed 
by Judge Lewis, Judge Whitman, 
Jonas Seeley, W. B. Shepperd, S. W. 
Chubbuck, G. G. Lyons, J. W. Bald- 
win, Wales Averill, John Rosenbrock, 
Dr. J. W. Van Zandt, E. Strother aud 
others, after which General C. C. Bat- 
terman was called upon and expressed 
himself as perfectly willing to abide 
by the action of the Committee. 

Judge Seely then moved that the 
action of the Committee Tuesday last 


appointing delegates to the State Con- 
vention be rescinded and that a pri- 
mary election be called. 


THE LEADING QUESTION. 


This resolution. brought the leading 
question boldly before the Committee, 
but the tide of opinion went strongly 
against holdingaprimary. The people 
did not understand the action of the 
Committee, said they, the umniscient. 
On Tuesday none of the candidates, 
save Batterman, had a ticket for the 
primary of the day following. The 
Committee saw that the Batterman 
clique would win the day. They are 
Batterman men and why not appoint 
the delegates and whilst assuming the 
reins of the entire Republican party 
instruct the thirty-seven delegates to 
vote first, last and all the time for the 
Warden of the State prison. Says 
Judge Seeley: The people want a 
Storey county candidate, and having 
got one by the method adopted, why 
should they complain? As there is 
but one candidate left after two have 
withdrawn, the right of the people to 
vote was valueless. The other candi- 
dates had declined to receive any 
favors from the hands of the people. 
He thought that those making trouble 
were either ignorant men or traitors 
in the camp. 

A GENERAL DISCUSSION. 


Aiter further discussion the resolu- 
tion was lost by a vote of ayes, one, 
noes, eight. A general discussion was 
now the order. Then came the deci- 
sive test. It was moved that the 


instructions to the delegates appointed 
at the last meeting to attend the State 
Convention be rescinded and that they 
go to the convention unpledged. At 
this stage of the proceedings it was 
evident that the Committee rested 
under much outside pressure and that 
they musttake a conservative stand 
or the people would throw Batterman 
overboard at primaries which were 
loudly spoken of for Saturday. Dr. 
Van Zandt thought it not only wise 
butjust that the candidates go un- 
plegdged, Judge Seeley who keenly 
perceived that Batterman would lose 
after the second vote in the State Con- 
vention if not on the first ballot said 
that to allow the delegates to go un- 
pledged was like removing the bridle 
from the horse that he should come in 
without the rider. The resolution 
was passed, however, by a voteof ayes, 
seven, noes, two. Gen. Batterman 
acquiesced and Judge Lewis and 
others made short speeches to the 
effect that delegates were yet 
under the strongest obligations of 
honor to ballot for Battei man. To 
make their action less distasteful to 
a 
resolution declaring Gen. rman 
their choice. It was also resolved that 
in the absence of any member of the 
delegation the majority of the dele- 
gates present should cast his ballot in 
the convention. This action was ta- 
ken to get rid of proxy voting. We 
really think this Storey county Re- 
publican Committee, one of the most 
remarkable bodies of men that we 
have ever met. At heart and in their 
faces they design good to the Repub- 
lican party but a most egregious ac- 
tion, take all power out of the peo- 
ple’s hands and even relegate. to 
themselves a right alone beloaging to 
the State Convention.

HORSE THIEF. 


Two Young Boys Commit a Daring 
Robbery and Theft in Clover Valley. 


From a gentleman just in from 
Clover valley, we learn the full par- 
ticulars of a little excitement created 
in Indian and Clover valleys nearly a 
week ago, arising out of a daring rob- 
bery by a boy of 17 summers, his 
arrest, escape, and subsequent re-cap- 
ture. Jeff Dunlap lives with his 
mother and youngest brother on a 
farm in Indian valley. Jeff is now 
17, but since the age of 12 he has 
shown a ruling desire to steal, and 
even to destroy what he could not 


carry away. His little brother, aged 
about 12 years, is now following Jeff's 
example. But to the circumstances of 
the case in hand: Several days ago 
Jeff stole a horse from a Spaniard, 
rode down the valley, entered a cabin 
and stole a Henry rifle, a buffalo robe, 
and a pair of blankets. His little 
brother joined him, and they sped on 
their way. Jeff has two respectable, 
industrious brothers, who own and 
farm a ranch in Clover valley. They 
heard of the above robbery, and im- 
mediately started in pursuit of their 
young brothers. These they soon 
overtook, and returned everything but 
the horse, which they knew nothing 
of. Jeff rode seven or eight miles 
further, and fearing that he might be 
overtaken, turned his horse loose and 
stole another. The Sheriff of Plumas 
county got on the track of the reck- 
less young thief, and overhauling him, 
brought him back to Clover. On the 
evening of his capture, Jeff was con- 
fined in a private house, but during 
the evening made some excuse for 
stepping out. Now, thought he, is 
the time to give leg bail. The Sheriff 
was soon on his track, but did not 
overtake the young culprit until he 
had reached the junction house, 25 
miles north of Reno. Jeff is now in 
the Plumas county jail at Quincy. He 
declares that he will murder the 
Sheriff, and do all possible harm to all 
who had a hand in his capture. We 
have here one of those singular cases 
of partial insanity. Such cases are 
seldom regarded in their true light, 
yet form a distinct and well-defined 
class among medical jurists. That 
these persons are insane is proved by 
many circumstances and facts. How- 
ever, this doesn’t release them from 
all responsibility. They are the most 
dangerous class in accmmunity. They 
have limited caution, are good plan- 
ners and are very bold, unscrupulous 
‘and persistent.
